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Success Story Soars On , 24-1 


Roughrider Ruiners 
Didn’t Even Need It 


OTTAWA (Special)—Budding dynasties ap¬ 
pear from time to time in Canadian football, but 
they only temporarily interrupt the serial of suc¬ 
cess being written by Hamilton Tiger Cats. 

In Lansdowne Park Saturday, a Hamilton club 
which had been rated no more than an Eastern 
Football Conference playoff chance before the 
season climaxed a standout job of rebuilding by 
coach Ralph Sazio by regaining the Grey Cup with 
a 24-1 victory over the outclassed Saskatchewan 
Roughriders. 

The win came as easily as the score indicates. 

It was the sixth Grey Cup appearance, and the 
third victory, in the last seven years for the Tiger 
Cats, who have won the EFC championship nine 
times in the last 11 years and broken even in the 
eight Canadian finals they have played in since 
1957. 

It's been a lana time since a 
team so dominated the Cana¬ 
dian final as Hamilton did, and 
no one was more impressed at 
the superb defensive play of die 
winners than the losers. 

"Barrow called a hell of a 
game,” said fullback George 
Reed in appreciation of the 
contribution of defensive tackle 
and team captain John Barrow, 
who calls defensive signals for 
the Tiger Cats. 

“Their rush was quite a 
thing,” said losing quarterback 
Ron Lancaster in what 
approached admiration.

The fact that the Tiger Cats 
would merit this after the Grey 
Cup final was the surprise of 
the season. 

They finished second in their 
conference last season but a 72- 
17 humiliation by Ottawa Rough 
Riders in the conference final 
left no doubt a major rebuilding 
job was needed.

OTTAWA (CP) - For the Grey Cup par- 
ade in the morning, the crowd of around 100,- 
000 on Ottawa streets was “the biggest in the 
city's history for any occasion,” or so said 
police officials. 

For the poet-game party held in the Lans- 
dnwne Park Coliseum in an effort to cut down 
on-street rowdiness, the crowd was 4,000 and 
extremely quiet. 


Crowds were also weli-behaved for the 
parade. A couple of store windows were 
caved in by the crush, but thait was alt. 

Skies were cloudy and the temperatures 
were in the 20s for the 114-unit parade, in¬ 
cluding 63 floats, which took an hour to pass 
any given point. The loudest cheens went to 
TV star Lome Greene, the parade marshal 
and a native of Ottawa. 

The dly of Hamilton beat the Ticats to 
the victory punch by being named best float 
in the parade. 


One Grey Cup festival official said: “I'm 
afraid most of the Saskatchewan fans cither 
started for home right alter the game or went 
quietly back to their hotels for a soothing 
drink.

■POUR YEARS AGO this month Premier Bennett— 
1 with all due consideration of the attendant pub¬ 
licity of such an announcement—revealed his intention 
of accelerating the establishment of a ferry link com¬ 
pleting the “Pacific marine highway" to Alaska. 

From that time until the ferry "Queen of Prince 
Rupert" was built and the Kelsey Bay-Prince Rupert 
service was inaugurated in 1966—and long after—he 
happily accepted compliments, praises and tributes 
from both sides of the border for his foresight In mak¬ 
ing such an astute move. 

Hii determination to go ahead with the scheme 
he said was strengthened by a survey which showed 
that most Americans wanted to visit Alaska and Bri¬ 
tish Columbia and a ferry service would be in a key 
position to benefit from such traffic. Such a service, 
he added later, would open up the greatest tourist route 
in the world with travellers flocking through British 
Columbia to Alaska. 

British Columbia’s location between the richest 
states to the south and Alaska, he proudly stated, puts 
the province in an ideal position. “It is our job to Join 
them together, not separate them,” he said. 

Graciously he accepted, seemingly as his due, the 
eulogy of Alaska’s Governor William Eagen who cred¬ 
ited the premier with giving him the courage to go 
ahead with his own state ferry fleet Graciously, too, 
did he acknowledge President Johnson’s congratula¬ 
tory message welcoming the completion of the final link 
in the marine highway along the Canadian coast be¬ 
tween Alaska and Washington. 

Now, four years after his original momentous an¬ 
nouncement and flowery predictions Premier Barnett 
has decided to discontinue the ferry run during the 
winter months. Despite his somewhat extravagant 
claim that he had deliberately planned the shut-down 
(presumably to force the Americans to provide their 
own linking service) it looks very much as if he is go¬ 
ing to have to eat his own earlier words and prophecies.

Hospital Costs 


YV/HEN Health Minister Wesley Black at the opening 
w of new treatment facilities at' the Vancouver 
General Hospital said that British Columbia must be¬ 
come cost-conscious and that there would have to be 
some belt-tightening, he no doubt intended the message 
to come across to Victoria too where a start will soon 
have to be made on a vast program of hospital expan¬ 
sion. The people who had voted in favor of the $51, 
000,000 Fraaer-Burrard Regional Hospital District by¬ 
law, he said, had shown wisdom and judgment but the 
desires of the people "seem to be insatiable.’* 

As health minister he could not be expected to put 
It the other way around and say that British Columbia 
was a long way from meeting the needs of its people 
as determined by a modern-day society. Whichever 
way one looks at the subject, however, it may be sug¬ 
gested that Mr. Black "aint seen nothing yet." Not if 
the example south of the border is a portent. 

Health care, according to the Industrial Bulletin of 
Arthur D. Little, Inc., Is the fastest growing sector of 
the U.S. economy, and among health care costs, hos¬ 
pital expenditures are growing most rapidly. This is 
the result of a compounding of more admissions, more 
employees and facilities per patient, and higher aver¬ 
age earnings per employee. 

"The population has increased, of course," (but 
not as much percentage-wise, as British Columbia’s) 
“and now has a large proportion of the very young 
and the elderly. A trend toward a shorter stay per ad¬ 
mission has probably reached its limit; increased inci¬ 
dence of chronic illness may result in hospitalization 
for longer periods. Because wives and mothers work, 
parents and grown children live apart, and urban resi¬ 
dents are less neighborly, fewer homes can give proper 
care to the moderately sick... 

"Many tests and treatments are now given rou¬ 
tinely that were formerly unknown or used only in 
unusual cases. Furthermore, equipment and facilities 
are more sophisticated and expensive, and personnel to 
use them more skilled, than formerly...’’ 

To the extent, the bulletin says, that some large 
hospitals expect their charges to reach 5100 a day by 
1970. 

There is no doubt that the same factors are all at 
work in this province. Moderate belt-tightening might 
be in order. But it is to be hoped the government also 
recognizes how much more the needed accommodation 
would cost, In money and in terms of human well¬ 
being, for anything resembling a freeze.

PARIS (Reuters) — A 20-year-oid French 
model is trying to recover a 10-squaie-inch piece of 
her bottom which she claims is Worth a lot more 
than 10,000 francs ($2,040). 

The model, Claudine Perot, said Friday movie¬ 
makers Jean Louis Van Del and Rene Marjac sold 
the skin off her left buttock, tattooed with a rose 
and an Eiffel Tower, to a collector.

Miniskirted Miss Perot is suing the two men 
and their company, Ulysse-Productions, for a total 
200,000 francs ($40,800) damages, alleging she was 
disfigured. 

She said she was tattooed in 1964 as part of her 
role in the movie Secret Pris and the skin was later 
removed by a plastic surgeon as part of her con¬ 
tract

"But I was 17 at the time and the contract is 
therefore void,” she said. "I since heard the tattoo 
had been sold to a collector for 10,000 francs. But 
after all it’s mine.” 

The case is expected to come up before a 
French court in about two months, when Miss Perot 
presumably would have to show court officials the 
extent of her loss.

CBC International Cut

OTTAWA (CP) — Proteats 
flowed into government offices 
Friday on the strength of re¬ 
ports that the CBC international 
service, Canada's radio voice 
abroad, might fall victim to the 
government's economy axe. 

Treasury board, the cabinet 
committee which approves all 
government spending, is report¬ 
ed to have recommended that 
the short-wave service, beamed 
abroad in 11 languages, be | 
scrapped. 

CABINET APPROVAL 

The government is trying to 
cut expenditures in an attempt 
to oome closer to a balanced 
budget in its fiscal year starting 
next April 1. 

Replying to questions in the 


Commons, External Affairs 
Minister Martin refused to con¬ 
firm or deny that scrapping of 
the service had been recom¬ 
mended. One government 
source said such a recommen¬ 
dation would need full cabinet 
approval and the matter had 
not yet' been placed before the 
full cabinet.

River Path Opens New Vistas 


The Cowichan and Victoria 
Fish and Game Out* have 
built such a fine anglers’ 
footpath on the north side of 
the Cowichan River, upstream 
from Skutz Fall*, that there is 
no need to get lost now, like 
we did several times while 
exploring that stretch of the 
Cowidfan in earlier years. 

We continued our footpath 
explorations laat Friday, up- 
ntrecsm from the Sawdust Pile 
Pool, and found a_rood trail 
alongside the river, pa* the 
Remote Run to the Three Firs 
Pool, which we caM our Brown 
Trout pod, because we seldom 
nriH hitting fish there. Friday 
was no exception. 

But, we never used to get to 
this section of the river by 
footpath along the river. We 
used to hike along the old 
logging roads- which start at 
the CNR railway tracks, 
cutting off at Mite 68 mark, 
far the first of a number of 
side trails leading to river 
Offing spots. 

Sawdtut Mark * 

Friday we continued on past 
the Mfie 68 trail, along the 
losing grade a quarter mile 
or so more, and, turned left 
onto the path a* the oid 
sawdust pile and the coHapsed 
cabin. We followed that trail 
down to the Sawdust Pile Pool 
on the river and then headed 
up the path from there. 

It was the first time over 
that path for us. We used to 
continue on the oid logging 
grade for another half mile or 
so, beyond the old sawdust 
pOe, and then cut (d on an 
overgrown trail and through 
bush and forest to reach the 
river at the Remote Run. We 
had marked our trails with 
rag strips, but even then we 
used to get lost on occasion. 

Tricky Terrain 

When we first explored this 
part of toe river we almost 
pufdwd severs! times when 
we fished too late and lost our 
way in the darkness. More 
than once we had used a 
fading flashlight to crash 
through, wade across and 
along backwaters, and cross 
to sandbars in high water 
irtfl we reached the Sawdust 
Pile Pool downstream. Even 
then we sometimes had diffi¬ 
culty finding the path from 
there and Duchess, toe big 
Newfoundland, took over to 
show us the proper tail. 

No need to do that now. If 
you find the Sawdust Pile 
Pool, the rest is easy. 

Log Cuts Help 

The fiah and game clubs 
still have to marie toe new 
trail, but It te already easy to 
follow. Wherever you see a 
log eat to provide a path 
through it, or steps up a bank, 
you may be sure you are on 
toe right path. 

From tiie Sawdust Pile Pool 
the river lakes a bend and 
there is a big gravel bar 
separated by a backwater in 
the river, it was this back- 
wafer that always used to 
plague us. 

We have caught brown trot* 
on the fly in toe runs along 
the gravel bar and the first 
brown we ever caught was in 
the glide at the end of the bar 
at the Sawdust Pile Pool, 
which we used to know as the 
Fallen Log Pool. 

Alder Forest 

You can atot wade across to 
fish the long bar, but the new 
path stay* inland of the 
backwater and cuts through 
the forest of 1 alders, cotton¬ 
woods. willows and tall Doug¬ 
las firs and cedars, winding 
Its way through an abundance 
of ferns and rain forest plant 
liff- 

Even if you have no interest 
in fishing, this is a delightful 
sraflt. 

The trail gets back to the 
river upstream wt the Remote 
Run and we have found some 
very fine brawn trout, and

even coho, fishing in the 
several small cuts in the 
banks which provide fishing 
spots. 

Where the path first gets 
back to the river there is still 
a little walk over the back¬ 
water. Keep straight ahead on 
the path, wade through a tiny 
slough out to a small grassy 
bar and cast across the river 
with a small Deadly Dick, 
Krocodile, Metric, spinner and 
worm, Gibbs Zero or Number 
one, weighted Toth Mack 
spoon or worm or paste 
bobbed along the bottom. We ' 
have found this a good spot. 

Lpttream Bank 

Then come the other spots 
in the run and we have found 
fish In the quieter water on 
toe far south bank and along 
toe willows almost at our feet. 
A silver-bodied, fly has worked 
well for us in these spots. 

Then comes a shallow 
gravel bar across toe river, 
which is separated by deep 
water, impossible to wade, 
but the bar can be fished 
from the bank upstream. This 
bar was black with spawning 
salmon Friday. At other time* 
we have bit into aesne Big 
brawn trout on Krocodile 
spoons by casting across the 
river and letting the lure 
swing along the Width of the 
gravel bar. 

Lures or Fly 

, Then comes the Three Firs 
Pool with a deep pool and two 
or three good fishing spots. 
This is a favorite spot for bait 
fishermen, who like to prop 
their rods on tree forks poked 
into the sand and let then- 
worm or salmon roe rest an 
the bottom until a trout or 
sieelhead finds it. 

We prefer to fish this spat 
by casting, either lures or a 
fly. We have found the 
midstream waters and the 
willows along the with bank 
most productive spots for both 
steelheed and browns. We 
have also caught fish in the 
shallower nm upstream. 

We didn’t go ftt-rtjfer 
upstream Friday, but there 
used to be quite ■ log jam 
above toe Three Firs Pool and 
ne*t exploration trip we will 
find out if it is stfll there. 

A Metric spdnnre produced 
trout for is,Friday. 

One thiag we accomplished 
on Friday's trip wesa to teach 


Little Jo. our new Black 
Labrador pup, to sit on the 
rivet-bank while we fished, 
although we did loae a fish 
while trying to control her on 
shore and play the flata at the 
same time. 


We tied her up while we 
fished the first three or four 
■pats. She sure wanted to get 
into that: water after every 
cast, but eveifiually she 
seemed to get the idea. We 
unleashed her and with pretty 
consistent commanding man¬ 
aged to keep her Bitting on the 
bank while we fished. 

Big question : WiU she 
remember next time. 

We ran into one problem 
with our early training at 
Little Jo. Raised to kennels, 
she didn't know her name. 
She only responded to a 
whistle and \m didn’t have 
cue. 

Fine Poachers 

She knows her name now, 
but she reminded us of an 
incident we experienced to the 
mountains of North Wales 
during the war.

It was hard to 
keep a straight face addle he 
complained about the poaoh- 
ers that had eluded Mm. 

Normal bag for a night was 
20 to 30 rabbits sit 2-6 each.

CEOP ROTATION (E.J., Victoria) — 
Generally speaking, it is best to play a 
game of musical chairs with your 
vegetable rows, shifting their position 
each year so the same kind of vegetable 
is never grown in the same soil two 
years running. This is to avoid a build¬ 
up of the pests and diseases peculiar to 
that particular vegetable. 

Most serious gardeners make an 
exception with onions, though, for to do 
niffcxM really well, you should give them 
deeply cultivated and very heavily 
manured soil, and after manuring and 
cultivating the onion bed for a number 
of years, it seems a shame to waste 
that high degree of fertility on other 
vegetables which don’t require or 
appreciate it * ' 

As long as the onion bed produces 
clean, disease-free bulbs, then, there is 
no reason why you shouldn’t continue to 
grow them on the same piece of ground.

GROWTH RETARDANT (A.K., 
Ladysmith) — The chemical used for 
stunting and slowing the g r owth of 
grass is maleic hydrazids, and It 
created quite a furore when it first 
came on the market under such trade 
names an No-Mow, Kero-Cut aid MH- 
40 for a lot of lazy gardeners figured 
they oould do away with the ohore of 


lawn mowing simply by spraying their 
lawns onoe each season with this so- 
called miracle drug. 

Unfortunately, maleic hydrazide 
didn't live up to its claims. It did a fair 
job of stowing up the growth around 
trees and telephone posts and under 
fences where the grass must be clipped 
by hand, but it was not satisfactory in 
avers? 1 lawn treatment and I doubt if 
any garden shops stock it for this 
purpose nowadays. 

fix principal use now la tor treating 
potatoes and onions to keep them from 
sprouting in storage, and for this 
purpose it is packaged under such 
name* aa Bar-Sprout and Potato Fix. In 
England It is being used in a limited 
way to slow up the growth of privet 
hedges so they require less frequent 
clipping.

OTTAWA (Special)—Budding dynasties ap¬ 
pear from time to time in Canadian football, but 
they only temporarily interrupt the serial of suc¬ 
cess being written by Hamilton Tiger Cats. 

In Lansdowne Park Saturday, a Hamilton club 
which had been rated no more than an Eastern 
Football Conference playoff chance before the 
season climaxed a standout job of rebuilding by 
coach Ralph Sazio by regaining the Grey Cup with 
a 24-1 victory over the outclassed Saskatchewan 
Roughriders. 

The win came as easily as the score indicates. 

It was the sixth Grey Cup appearance, and the 
third victory, in the last seven years for the Tiger 
Cats, who have won the EFC championship nine 
times in the last 11 years and broken even In the 
eight Canadian finals they have played In since 
1957, 

It's been a long time since a | 
team so dominated the Cana¬ 
dian final at Hamilton did, and 
no one was more impressed at 
the superb defensive play of the 
winners than the losers. 

“Barrow called a hell of a 
game,” said fullback George 
Reed in appreciation of the 
contribution of defensive tackle 
and team captain John Barrow, 
who calls defensive signals for 1 
the Tiger Cats. 

“Their rush was quite a 
thing,” said losing quarterback 
Ron Lancaster In what 
approached admiration. 

The fact that the Tiger Cats 
would merit this after the Grey 
Cup final was the surprise at 
the season. 

TOO LATE 

They finished second In their 
conference last season but a 72- 
17 humiliation by Ottawa Rough 
Riders in the conference final 
left no doubt a major rebuilding 
job was needed. 

Sazio left only the foundation. 

Fifteen of the 30 players in the 
Hamilton lineup Saturday 
weren’t with the club a year 
ago. 

Nine of them came too late to 
attend training cap, six joined 
after Labor Day and one, 
halfback Alien Smith got there 
just in time to play In the first 
game of the eastern final. 

Smith ran 32 yards for a 
touchdown on his first play to 
provide more than a hint that 
he was the last plank Sazio 
needed to fit everything 
together in one yfear. 

The rebuilt Tiger Cats also 
ended the speculation that 
Ottawa had simply collapsed in 
the eastern final this year 
Playing as if they had been 
together for years, they handled 
the dethroned Roughriders so 
handily it was hard to credit. 

21 CARRIES 

Reed, who killed Calgary 
Stampeden in the western final 
and had been expected by many 
to be the difference between the 
clubs, was just another fullback 
to the Tiger Cats. 

He did manage 92 yards in 21 
carries and got through for 14 
and 11-yard gains early. But the 
Tiger Cats soon plugged up the 
middle and the desperate Riders 
were forced to try him on 
sweeps and twice planned to 
have him throw a pass —

The single greatest tragedy in the city’s history, before or 
since, was the collapse of the Point Ellice Bridge with the loss of nearly 60 lives. It cast 
a pall over Victoria for months. But there were brighter lights, and the life of the 
community went on because it had to.

It was 
the hey-day of the sealing industry; 
each winter the ships were tied up 
in the upper Inner Harbor while the 
captains, smoking their pipes, and

It was a fast age, the 1890s, or so 
it was said, and the more conserva¬ 
tive people blamed Queen Victoria, 
if you can believe it today. They 
■aid that the great Queen bad gone 
into hiding, and was no longer 
setting good examples to the public 
sf motherly dignity, lor how eoodd 
she set good examples If tOm 
remained in seclusion on the Isle of 
Wight, mourning the death, more 
than 30 years before, .of her beloved 
Prince Albert, the Prince Consort 
Victoria was the most loyal of 
jdaoes, completely In love with die 
Queen, but even in Victoria there

Let's read Its CMsatol to learn 
all about tost most advent u rous 
trip: "Mrs. CUrenee One, who has 
just returned from Yok o h am a, en¬ 
joys the distinction of bring the first 
lady to mate the voyage from 
Victoria to Japan and back in an 
ordinary sealing schooner, and her 
experience proved so pleasant that 
she would not be imwffltag to re¬ 
enter it if the opport u nity pre s ente d 
itself. 

"The craft which bore the lady 
across the Mood Pacific was the 
lucky Triumph, which toe lady’s 
husband commanded, and which 
generally distinguished herself every 
year with a Mg catch of seal skins. 

"The first put at file trip was 
not novel to Mrs. Oax. After leaving 
Victoria the schooner bad first to 
secure an Indian crew on the west 
coast of Vancouver Island. 

"The commencement of the 


larger part of the trip, however, 
Mrs. Cor was not acquainted with. 
It so happened that a heavy gale 
was experienced for toe first 14 
days, and although her initiation in 
this respect was somewhat wild, she 
enjoyed it on the whole, and it 
primed her well for what followed. 

"The schooner was 50 days in 
making the passage, and in one gale 
she had her rudder carried away.” 

One day In 1896 officialdom and 
the elite of Victoria gathered at 
Royal Jubilee Hospital for a mast 
Important event—the laying of the 
cornerstone for toe Pemberton 
memorial operating room. 

Joseph Despard Pemberton, first 
surveyor-general o f toe Crown 
Colony at Vancouver Island, had left 
a bequest of $£.000 to toe hospital, 
and Ms widow put in another $1,600 
tor the operating theatre. 

Mis. Pemberton, white-haired 
and stately, drove out in her 
carriage from beautiful "Gonzales 
House,” to lay the cornerstone, 
assisted by Joshua Davies, president 
at toe hospital's board of directors. 
Present also was the architect, John 
Teague. 

It was a great day for Royal 
JuMe* Hospital. 

The tears for the old came when 
fhe residence of toe first mayor of 
Victoria, Thomas Harris, was tom 
down to make way for new 
construction. 

These days, every time an old 
house Is tom down, there's some 
hysteria on the part of many 
Victorians. I take toe view we 
cannot preserve everything that is 
aid. 

We are fortunate in Victoria. We 
have Hebncken House, a provincial 
government museum. Federal and 
provincial governments are co¬ 
operating to preserve Craig flower 
Manor house as a national Mstorio 


Mr. and Mrs. John O'Reilly have 
done a fine job in restoring Point 
Elbe* House. Historic Buildings 
Foundation Is doing everythipg it 
cm to keep intact Fairfield House, 
residence of British Columbia's first 
lieutenant-governor, Joseph W« 
Trutcb. 

Eventually, unless Greater Vic¬ 
toria School Board lets it fall down, 
which seems to be the case at toe 
moment, Craigdarroch Castle will 
become a type of museum, though 
with a very practical use, such as a 
School of Music. 

It is a shame what's happening to 
Craigdarroch and Victorians inter¬ 
ested in the past should rise up in 
their wrath. The downspouts are 
falling apart, the shingles are 
disappearing from the roof, toe 
windows haven't been cleaned for 
months, there are holes in the 
priceless stained-glass, and gen¬ 
erally the place la down-at-heel, and 
the School Board doesn’t seem to 
care.

I wouldn't knogt Bar sure, but 
perhaps toe begrity advice given in 
1886 is still applicable toftoy. If the 
ladies read this they will he able to 
judge;

their names are goehawful. Mostly, 
they have nothing to do with 
Victoria. They are called after South 
Sea islands, and generally are 
completely corny. 

When an old house is tom down, 
the apartment rising on the site 
could well be named after the 
original owner of the house. In this 
way the name is unique, and a bit of 
history preserved. 

However, most apartment builders 
appear to come from out of town, 
and they don’t seem to have the 
least Interest in our history. They 
should be educated. 

With two or three exceptions, 
such as the Emily Carr, the House 
of All Sorts, the William Fraser 
Tolmie, Heywood House, Beckley 
Manor, the names of new apart¬ 
ments in Greater Victoria are 
meaningless. It is a shame, when 
there are so many golden opportuni¬ 
ties to make It otherwise. 

Hie Thomas Harris home was a 
grand place. There the mayor and 
his. lady gave fine dinners and 
luncheons. It was there that Jane, 
Lady Franklin, wife of the great Sir 
John Franklin had lunch one day in 
the early 1860s. 

Mr. Harris liked good living. He 
had a well-stocked wine cellar, and 
he liked nothing better than to 
address the populace from his 
baloony when they serenaded him, 
band playing, brooms Oaring. 

Here’s how The Colonist, in 1896, 
mourned the passing of the Harris 
house: 


I haven’t noticed It because It 
isn’t there; Particularly it Isn't in 
the piaoe It should, be: each one of 
us. AH across otir 'peaceful' land 
you find couples existing In wrathy 
warmth. Icy aontempt or the hideous 
limbo of indifference. Children and 
parents shout into deaf ears.

‘‘With the demottabing of the 
Bank of Montreal building at - the 
comer of Government and Bastion 
Street, Victoria loses not only a 
pioneer structure, but what was 
once the residence of the city's first 
Mayor, the late Thomas Harris. 

“Slnoe I860 or 1861 the old 
landmark has been standing. Its 
once admired proportions being now 
antiquated aril overshadowed by 
more pretentious buildings. It was 
erected by the late ex-mayor and 
the brick used on its construction 
was Imported from California, Its 
prominent stone facings represent¬ 
ing about the first stone quarried 
from Salt Spring Island. 

"About two years after Its 
erection, its uses were changed from 
those of a domestic character to a 
public one. 

"It was then leased by the Bank 
of British Columbia, and some years 
later was purchased, the land 
included, for the modest sum of 
$1,600. (This is the comer where the' 
Bank -of Montreal at Government 
and Bastion now stand. How much 
more would it ba today v .. ■ 
($500,000?) 

"Subsequ ently, considerable 
alterations were made, and safes, 
necessitated by the change, were 
placed in the building. 

“A few years after the transfer 
of the property Mr. Harris met with 


a painful accident, which more or 
less crippled him for hfe. 

"He was driving out to his farm 
at Saanich, when his horses ran 
away, the tongue of the buggy 
dropping to the road and throwing 
him out of the vehicle with great 
violence. 

"After his recovery from this 
mishap, he was elevated to the 
position of High Sheriff. 

"Both he and his estimable wife 
were very generous In disposition 
and it was owing to the latter’s 
indefatigable exertions that the 
Female Infirmary was established 
in early days. 

"The institution was afterwards 
converted into the Royal Hospital, 
which for long did good service at 
the head of Pandora Street." 

There are still Harris descen¬ 
dants In Victoria—H. P. P. Wilson of 
Harbinger Avenue is a grandson, and 
Mrs. Robert F. G. Green, 2480 
Cardigan Place a great-grand¬ 
daughter, and her children great- 
great grandchildren. 

Well, what year would be com¬ 
plete in Victoria without an election 
of some kind, and 1896 was id 
exception to the rule. 

What a political flip-flop came 
about that year. The federal Conser¬ 
vatives, under Prime Minister Sir 
Charles Tupper, were wiped out of 
office, after years of power, and in 
went the Lauder Liberals.

The Colonist nobed federal election 
night of 1896:

Dallas Helmcken read the results to 
the crowds that thronged Govern¬ 
ment Street in front of The Colonist 
office, and a mighty cheer went up 
for Prior and Earle. 

"These ( two gentlemen Were 
enthusiastically congratulated and 
numbers of their friends crowded 
round to shake hands with them. 

"When the two successful can¬ 
didates, a little later, entered tiie 
rooms of the Conservative Club they 
reoeived a regular ovation-, and 
round and round of cheers were 
given for them. 

“Mr. Prior and Mr. Earle made 
short addresses—and speeches were 
also given by Messrs. Helmcken. D. 
R. Ker, Robert Cassidy and A. E.

Columbia of a century ago. Whenever anything of note occurred, you could be sure 
Mr. Higgins was on the scene or soon learned the “inside” facts.

”1 never let trouble bother me — I shed It 
like a duck sheds water from its beck. I can’t 
imagine how any man can be unhappy so long as 
he walks straight and acts right. I don't mean to 
do'anything wrong in all my life, and if I don’t 
have good luck I'm never going to tret.” 

Wond-weary Mr. Higgins could not have been 
more delighted than Diogenes with his honest 
man. Laughing, be christened the youth " 'Happy' 
Tom. Your philosophy is sound and good and 
your face shows that you have a light and happy 
heart t” 

They became faat friends, Tom proving to be 
a popular favorite in Yale. As he walked its dirt 
streets “he filled the air with melody and people 
ran to their doors to listen to the sweet sounds.’* 
No social gathering was considered complete 
without the friendly whistler. 

When Mr. Higgins moved on, in 1860, he had 
grown quite attached to Ms friend, hailing him as 
“an exemplary young man. He would neither 
drink liquor nor smoke. He was witty without 
being coarse, rude or offensive. Swear Words 
were strangers to his Ups, and honesty of purpose 
and kindly thought shone from the depths a t his 
clear eyes and lighted up bis ingenuous 
countenance. 

“I had many conversations with -him,” he 
wrote leng after, “and found him very intelligent. 
IQs unit rm good nature was magnetic and be 
grew upon me.” 

Came a t laat the sad farewell. As the 
Journalist’s canoe swept downstream, his last 
memory of Yale was Happy Tom “perched on a 
hug« boulder, still pouring forth his happy soul in 
sweet and far-reaching melody.” 

The years passed, Mr. Higgins busily 
recording and advancing with his adventurous 
time, ultimately owning The Colonist. By 1874, Use 
prospering newsman had long forgotten fail 
exuberant friend. Happy Tom. When their paths 
finally crossed again, it was under circumstances 
1 st different from their first meeting. 

Fate had same full.circuit Now it was death 
which reunited the former friends at last 

The tragedy began to unfold one dismal, wet 
January evening. Use stocky editor was leaving 
his Government Street office, when accosted by 
coal merchant Richard Bnodrlck, who panted: 
“Harry Forman’s been shot!” 

Instantly fo rgett in g the mudxAes, Mr. 
Higgins beaded for James Bay at a rug, 
breathlessly reachtag the seven-room St Law¬ 
rence Street cottage of Aid. Henry Forman a few 
minutes later. Pounding on the door brought no 
response, so he tried the latch. Thwarted, he 
meed around the kitchen door. It was locked. 
Again foiled, the persistent newsman tried the 
windows. AH were secure. 

By now he had circled the bunglow and found 
himself again at the front doer. It was about am

Without even pausing to consider what may 
have bean a very dose call, our protagonist seas 
soon jot* rg dawn the gory details. He bad to 
scribble fast, as Clarice and Beecher were busy 
kicking to the door. An occupation they hastily 
abandoned when the unseen occupant loosed thred 
shots in their direction. 

Hurrying across the street to the home flf 
James Anderson, where the wounded man, Ms 
wife and daughter had taken refuge, Mr. Higgins 
found Forman dying of two pistol wuuxk 
Forman was making a formal statement. He had 
returned home M six that evening, as usual, to 
find his son-in-iaw, Thomas Schooley, roaring 
drunk. Which also was usual, according to 
subsequent investigation. 

A loaded revolver in one hand, a demijohn of 
wine in use other, Schooley had commandeered 
the dining room. Accordingly, the Formans, Mrs. 
Schooley and bar taftwt daughter retreated to taa 
kitchen. Forman was just raising his fork whan 
Schooley lurched through the doorway, screamed 
a ‘Tearful oath" and fired. 

The heavy ball shattered the alderman’s 
hand. “With a cry of agony the) rose to fly,” only 
to catch the around, fatal, ball in the cheat. 
Somehow the hysterical women helped him to 
Anderson's, whan he succumbed flic m act 
moaning 

After witnessing Forman’s deposition, Mr. 
Higgins ran back to the cottage. All was quiet aa 
the constab’es awaited reinforcements, in the 
form of more police and mifttiamen. Amazing^ 
It ana through the volunteered services of a 
Oalsrist reporter, ttoy Englishman Wifltam WL 
Kay, that Schooley was captured without ftafoar 
bloodshed 

The heroic reporter carefully jimmied a 
kflehro window and slipped into the darkened 
house. Ears strained to catch the slightest sound, 
•yro vainly trying to pierce the night. Kay 
treaded from room to room. However, not until 
be ftotetied Forman's untouched dinner!

Forti npteii for the Mstorian, and for anyone 
interested in the tantalising tidbits of our 
heritage. Mr Higgins faithfully recorded every 
experience It was in a -1904 Co latent, 30 years 
later, that be told the fascinating story of Ton 
Schooley A tragedy which began one bright 
lhemtog in the boom town of Yale, and ended, on 
another spring morn, in the grira courtyard of 
Bastkm Souare. 

It would have been about 1858, havtog 
temporarily forsaken his pen for a pick, that our 
young Nova Scotian found himself among the 
rowdy populace of Yale. 

“I bad risen early,” he recalled, “and after a 
dip in an eddy in front of Yale fiat, was slowly 
picking my way along the bar towards a trail that 
led to toe bench where the principal business 
houses, were located when I saw approaching a 
tall, fclim youth of perhaps 18 years. He leaped 
from boulder to boulder as he advanced, seeming 
to scorn the narrow path which led around the 
rocks. He was active enough for a circus acrobat, 
I thought, as I paused to watch his agile move¬ 
ments. 

"As we neared each other the young man 
began to whistle, pouring forth from bis tips moat 
melodious sounds. The airs selected were from 
songs that were popular at the time and the 
execution was so exquisite and harmonious that I 
paused to listen so that I might draw in every 
note. 

“When be found that he was observed, the 
youth ceased to warble and, dropping from a 
boulder on wMch he was perched, bashfully 
awaited my approach.” 

If tit? ragged young stranger were shy, Mr. 
Higgins was not. Striding forward with eut- 
atreetehed hand, he introduced himself and asked 
the youth why he was so happy. Had he struck It 
rich? , , 

Quite the contrary, replied the other, Me had 
found nothing. He whistled from the sheer joy of 
living. A* their conversation developed, Tom — 
“My name’s only Tom; call me that and I’ll 
always answer” — expounded his tight-hearted 
philosophy to the cynical journalist. 
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Hhe a sprite along tie whftewntaied waH. The 
doomed man raised a hand as tf be wished to 
grvap the fleeth* ray. When be turned toward* 
me again hi* eyes wen# fBcd wtito tears. 

"And you don't taim d ar met” 

"Ho. I cannot reeaB a *k>e of your face." 
“Perhaps this wffl rid jwur memory,’* he 
Af tei tiien fc*m baa hpa there lamed a 
stream of delightful now* that reminded me of 
the diamonds and flowers that fell from toe 
mouth of the good young woman in the fairy tale. 

I leaned to my leet, surprised and overcame 
by the reveiation that tire music conveyed 

"Good neavena" I eried. “You don't newi to 
say that you are — you are — *Happy Tom - ?** 
"The same." said he. "Happy no longer, but 
the most dejected and wretched wretch on Ihe 
*hote of our Maker’s footstool! fifteen yearn ago 
I was the merriest and happiest awn in the 
catony. Today I am a miserable fekai (he pointed 
to Ihe heavy shackles the* epcfcnled Ms ankles), 
and I’m about to die. 

"After you left Yafe I feB into bad company 
Kid took to drinking and gambling and here I am 
at last — the natural end of al such tools. Had I 
been sober I would never have married and there 
would have been no murder.’' 

As I extended nay *pnd toe convict said: "Ur. f 
Higgins, I have one requeta to make of you. Win ' 
you come and see sue hanged on Friday’" 

"No!” 1 replied, "ask anything else and I will 
grant it.

A smite 
of recognition flitted across his face and then it 
seemed as if toe intervening years were rolled 
away and that he and I were suddenly 
transported, to toe waterfront at YHe and that h« 
had just told me his name w?s or.ly Tom, and I 
had named him Happy."

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remaining to Schootey fled all too quickly. 
gMhough rot wiihout exciting moments for the 
qlty. Particularly when K sms learned several 
guards had been bribed to look away stale kis 
Audi watch waa overpowered, Seheaiey shrttd 
«a to» American side by tug. The plotters were 
reseated, the corrupt guards replaced and 
Sehonley faced hjs end on afeifeib. 

' Three days before the fateful dawn. Mr. 
ta f-gpr M was admitted to toe tiny dento cefl. 
taboo toy. his thick Mack hair tamed sflver, sms 
atom and pleased at having company Wltoad 
prompting, be told toe editor “be had ac ted 
«Hii Ms rights in com m u ti ng the me tier — 
g mt he v is merely an htarumei* to pefah 
lhrman.” Schooley believed, with or wiihout 
feundatinn. he had been tricked Into many tag

Aa the journalist turned to go, be chanced to 
remark that he had once Hved In Yale.

Gladys Grierson was born in Edmonton, and 
raised on a farm at Winterbum, Alberta. When 
■he was 19. she left tfie farm and worked tor a 
while in Edmonton before teaming up with a girl 
friend tn neat 3 for the coast to see what this part 
of the world had to offer. 

She came as far aa Saanich where she called 
a halt and went berry picking. Gladys has been 
here ever since for in Saanich she met up with 
Chuck Cunningham, one-time B.C. Champion half- 
miler who rar ir the 1928 Olympics at Montreal. 

"Chuck was a grand runner and a great 
athlete in thoae days," says Gladys. "He could 
outrun anybody — saving me, of course,'’ she 
adds with that ever-present twinkle. 

"That was one time when he didn't run fast 
enough!" 

Chuck and Gladys were married in 1938, and 
since Chuck owned and operated his own small 
store and gas station on the old East Saanich 
Hoad, Gladys was soon helping in the naming oi 
ft. To a girt bom and brought up on a farm, she 
was not unused to handling machinery. 

"When you live on a farm as I did," she 
explains, "you have to learn to drive farm 
equipment, and to repair it too when it breaks 
down In our family we all had to lend a band." 

Therefore, it was the natural thing for Gladys 
to turn to and help her husband. Just when she 
first started to drive the wrecker 3 truck she does 
not remember, but to her R is the raoet normal 
thing in the world that, where the need arise*, a 
woman should drive a wrecker’s truck in order to 
go to the aid of the broken-down motorist.

But besides driving a wrecker, doing runring 
repair work to the garage, and raieirg a family of 
six children, Gladys still finds time to do otoer 
things. Oh yes, she runs her house on the side, 
though teenage Barbara is now a wonderful Cook 
and housekeeper. All these activities are not 
enough for Gladys, however, , and being of the

She recalls with a laugh the time she drove a 
six-wheel t gravel truck. She admits that was on 
the large ride for her. So large, in fact, that when 
she sat in the driver's seat she couldn't see over 
the wheel. Even cushions didn't help al that 
much so. in the end, she drove it peering through 
the steel in° wheel, and no harm was done. 

"But wby ttie gravel truck? What happened 
that you had to drive that?” 

"Didn't have to," she laughs. "Didn't HAVE 
to.

But where some people are content to report 
their love and leave it at that, Gladys 
Cunningham finds the time in her busy Bfe to do 
something constructive about it. 

Gladys is as. sports-minded as her husband, 
and it did not take her long to see that all 
youngsters are the better off if they have some 
constructive way of occupying their spare time. 
So, 26 years ago, Gladys set up her Brat 
basketball team for young people at the old West 
Road HaH 

In no time at al, Gladys was right in the 
thick of community week — she and her husband 
together. Following the West-Road start, she went • 


on to form groups at Saanichton Community Club 
and also at tbe Cordova Bay Community. Her 
coaching work now takes in Saanichton, Cordova 
Bay and Brentwood Bay. It is no mis-statement 
to say that she and her husband, Chuck, have 
long been noted and loved for their work with the 
young people on the Peninsula. 

Gladys deals with youngsters from nine to 19 
and sometimes even 20 years old. She coaches 
these young people in both hard and softbal as 
well as basketball. While her husband referees for 
basket hall, and umpires for the Little League, or 
wherever he may be ealled. 

Three yean ago, the Peninsula Basketball 
League waa formed, which took in Cordova Bay, 
Brentwood, Saanichton and Sidney. Also, the 
Oolwood and District SoftbaU Association for boys 
and girls was formed. 

At the present time* ttme is the largest league 
of its kind in Western Canada. Basketball starts 
at the end of October and runs through February.

Have you ever been io§i f If’# a 
terrifying experience, especially in 
the dank thick forest* of British 
Columbia*s coasted regums. 

But V It should ever happen to you. there is 
consolation in the fact thatjyou won’t necessarily 
starve to death. For the wOdemeaa Is literally 
Uttered wife nourishing things to eat—nourishing 
enough to ken you r**l health for a 
•osHiderabte number of day*. 

All you have to poetess 1* the knowledge of 
sshat to choose from nature's bounteous fare. 

Just two common Items of high nutritional 
.worth. Found almost everywhere, are ferns and 
salal. So reafly there is no need tor a tost person 
ft» go hungry. 

Of toms fee two varieties moat esioountered 
■re fee sresterr sword fern and bracken both 
fairly stbundan* and both nutritionally rood Thick 
rootstocks of the sword fern can be eaten raw, 
but are much tastier when roasted. (Aad please 
Hand ife iB those who are foolish enough to 
enter fee b*r outdoors without matches.) But 
even without being able to light a fire one can 
arise except in extreme cold, although not so 
comfortably. The other fern of nutritional 
Importance, and commonest, te bracken. 

New unfolding stems of this plant are 
delicious. Known, as fiddle-heads, they can be 
eaten raw but when cooked, they taste much like 
asparagus. Bracket r'ots are good too. They may 
be roasted, peeled and then powdered. This, inner 
starchy substance is guaranteed to allay that 
empty gaimt feeling. 

If you don’t run across extensive patfees of 
salal. you’re really in an impoverished area 
which. In eon«ta' rc^i-ms of British Columbia, is 
pretty hard to find. Hie berries'of this hardy 
shrub are «weei and nutritious. The fact that our 
Indians used them in their dailv diet, drying vast 
quantities of the berriea in fee sun tor out-of- 
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fee hour, off fee goes to the teen-ager's house to 
have a good talk to him or her. 

**We sit down, and I talk straight The kids 
brow I won’t take any nonsense.'* she says. 
“Sometimes l, get good and mad. and tell ’em to 
smarten up or I’ll *ake them by fee collar of their

Tlie 
Original members of the golf club, which was 
started lfl y«sr» ago; planted :grass seed, dug- a 
well, vrateard the fairways, teased around sheep 
maeare pellet* in their nthuaiasm to grow green 
fairways. Their .efforts produced only a few 
scattered greet apean whfeh, tenaciously and 
teasingly, showed up each successive spring, but 
yefused to multiply or spread into a carpet. 

Today, we can only call tt a sand course. 

The big virtue of Yellowknife's golf course is 
Chat in this rugged, isolated far northern spot, It 
Is our golf course; If is Me only golf course. 
Here, Hie a idem ones and the active exponents of 
outdoor erfercie*. can swing and putt, cuss and . 
brag, tiring canned beer between shots, and other¬ 
wise perform with the same motions as on the 
greener fni rways to the south. 

It was or June 31. 1948, that the Yellowknife 
Golf Club came into being under the guiding 
hands of'A A. (Sandy) Soatt, local manager at 
the Hudson’s Bay Go., a goad eight ltondicapper, 
together with John Anderson Thomson, a tough, 
crasty little Scot mfcftog engineer, and a surveyor.

golfdom's moat unusual. Box-like, they we built 
b< planking and timbers, and perch firmly on 
elevated piles of rough and jagged red rock 
outcrops. A scuffed or topped drive, hitting the 
rocks, send* the ball shooting off 10 times to 
nowhere. Very hard on the covers. 

Flanking each tee, and backed by fttunted, but 
sheltering spruce, the waiting golfers relax 
between shots on the stiff elegance of "comfort¬ 
able pews." This is for real; the geniune article. 

I feel sure that no other golf course in the 
world can claim such an unorthodox situation as 
we do when, on a quiet Sunday morning, we 
settle down on these relics from some vanished 
church, to wait our turn on the tee, and possibly 
also to say a little prayer for sucoess In our 
battles of bing-o bang-o. 

The putting greens are sand, saturated and 
blackened by many applications of heavy bunker 
heating oil. The oil was gift’from Yellowknife’s 
gold mines, Giant and Cominco. Putting on these 
greens is a sporting experience, but not one to 
make a bet on. 

Mixed in with the sand of the greens are 
innumberable tiny chips of rock and gravel, 
contact with which has veered many a well* 
directed putt off line: conversely, too, they have 
herded many a wayward and undeserving bell 
inm the cup. The rub o' the green, you might call 
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Around and about each green He two, 
sometime* three, sweeping mats. These are 
regular back-door coco mats, fastened to a piece 
of 2”x 6" lumber with loops of chain attached for 
dragging. After putting out, players must sweep 
aU foot marks clear and level for the next 
golfers. The only one exception from this chore is 
the scorer. There is much jockeying far the 
scorer’s job. 

In the formative years of Yellowknife's golf 
course, wildlife kas a continuous source of 
annoyance and frustration. Blaek bears, foraging 
towards the town’s garbage dumps, would break 
their journey, gather in curiosity, and Cavort 
over these strange and oily circles, often gouging 
out the putting cups and carrying them away. 
The only evidence of the marauders was the mass 
of big bear footprints covering the chumed-up 
greens. 

Wolves had a different approach to the game. 
The red pin flags were the object of their 
attention. The wolves would jump up and literally 
tear the ooiored triangles to shreds in snapping 
efforts to satisfy their curiosity. Our golfing 
ladies were kept busy replacing the flags. 

It was not unusual for the early morning 
golfer to disturb a clutch of prairie chicken 
drumming their winged love songs around the 
edges of the greens. Rabbits hopped warily along 
the forested edges of the fairways. 

But today, the wild life has gone. The bears 
and wolves no longer come. The beat of chicken 
wings and the cluck-cluck of the spruce hens 
calling from the tree-tops has disappeared. The 
only wild things around are the golfers. 

There is one other source of unusual 
annoyance peculiar to the Yellowknife golf course 
... tiie aerial assault of Yellowknife's ravens. 
Intelligent, cunning, quick-eyed, protected by 
northern law as they cluster around our backyard 
fences, quarrelling, fighting, tipping over garbage 
drums ard cleaning up any scavengeabfe refuse, 
these Mack marauders fly directly over the go* 
fairways on their daily journeys to and from their 
night-time roosts. 

To these ravens, a golf ball, especially a new 
white one, is fair game for man or bird. 

Yellowknife’s ravens swoop down without 
warning from their tree top hideouts, hop a few 
steps after a rolling bail, grab it with their strong 
beaks and take off for the wide, blue yonder. 
Nothing, not shouts or screams or hurtling go* 
dubs will induce these fantastic fairway robbers 
to drop their loot. 

Shotguns and .22 rifles have been carried in 
golf bags, but in 19 years I have seen only one 
dead raven hanging from a fairway tree. 1 have 
aeen five of these flying hazards hiding in the lee 
of a dogleg fairway, just waiting for a tee shot to 
roll by. 

It is so bad, that a local rule allows the 
replacement, without the loss of a stroke, when a 
ball Is stolen by a raven. 

In 1949, an aircraft, a DC-3, crashed on the 
nearby Yellowknife airport and, for the moving, 
the golf club got themselves a very novel club 
bouse. With the wings and fuselage unscathed, the 
crashed craft was hauled dose by the first tee. It 
was planned to set the fuselage up on a frame. 
Install a shower in the tail and a bar in the 
cockpit, with the main body of the plane turned 
into a lounge. * 

Unfortunately, difficulties arose, enthusiasm 
waned, and the proposed club house waf towed 
off into oblivion.

As a golf club without a clubhouse lacks 
status in the minds of Mb members, the club cast 
around for a substitute. This waa achieved by the 
gift from Giant Yellowknife Gold Mines of an old, 
flimsy U.S. Canoi project prefabricated building. 

To give a commanding view over the flat 
boundaries at the fairways, It was perched on an 
eminence of bulgiife rocks close by the first tee, 
where it stands today, fragile as a last year’s 
wasp nest. And just about as useless. 

It comes into It’s own occasionally, like when 
the annual Midnight Golf Tournament gets under 
its hilarteus way, June 21, on the night of the 
longest day. Then, the fairways of thia sand 
course take a terrible beating from a horde of 
happy golfers. 

The mention of sand course brings to mind 
the visit that Stanley Thompson, s famous 
Canadian gold architect, paid to Yellowknife in 
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Chief Hummingbird

After four years in Cariboo as a 
weekly newsman and editor I feel 
deeply for Ma and her Thursdays. 

The days when the press breaks 
down or the pictures get lost or the 
mayor gets mad or any one of a 
thousand troubles. 

Ma Murray represents a gener¬ 
ation of newspaperlng that was 
determined to get involved in 
anything that took its fancy. At no 
time in her life has she been an 
advocate of the detached objective 
school of reporting. She rather 
follows the old English creed of 
Publish and be Damned. 

If Ma had a bee In her bonnet 
then she let us all know about ft. She 
must have spent the cost of a new 
press many times over in phone 
calls just telling other editors how 
she felt about Premier Bennett or 
the Pacific Great Eastern Railway. 

She would storm up and down 
Cariboo beating her drum in Clinton, 

Williams Lake and Quesnel. She 
often got many of her fellow 
Liberals furious with her attitudes 
but it all stemmed from her violent 
spirit of activism.

MBkweed provides tender shoots that can be 
cooked li» two waters to eliminate bitterness. 
Tubers of this plant can also be eaten. 

And thirties? Their roots roasted are sugary 
sweet. And what kid of yesteryears hasn’t 
plucked the bloom and devoured the flower bead? 

And flaming fireweed. Its young leaves can 
be eaten with re hah. The stalk also provides 
healthful munching when peeled. 

Skunk cabbage? Certainly. Its young leaves 
make excellent greens, and the rootstocks can be 
used as a vegetable Dried, they ean be pounded 
Into flour which has a pleasant peppery taste. 

Wild lillies growing on pondi and lakes are 
excellent fare The ripened seeds ean be popped 
bke corn and are very nutritious. The roots are 
also edible. 


And plantains—those low pesky perennial 
plants you dig out of your lawn or garden—have 
leaves that caa be boiled or brewed for tea. 

Then there is the ubiquitous dandelion which 
can be cooked as greens, and the roots ground for 
coffee substitute, a drink said to be exceptionally 
healthful 

And clover. The leaves can be cooked tor 
greens. Roots of this plant are excellent too. 

And who hasn't eaten muck-a-muck, the 
young *ender peeled shoots of salmonberry 
bushes? 

But something that is really relished by many 
wild animals of the omnivorous variety, espe¬ 
cially muskrats (and you ean eat anything a 
muskrat eats) ia the cat-tail or bulrush. Its tender 


young shorts, with sheating stripped, ara 
nourishing and delicious. 

Mushrooms? Leave them strictly alone unless 
you’re an expert. Several hundred varieties grow 
In B-C Some of them are deadly. Why tab* 
chances? 

Prim? seasons for getting lost seem to be 
summertime and late fall when wild food ia freely 
available. But that's no reason tor you to get last 
next time you're out hunting. Meals at beans, 
even if your wife la an atrocioi* oook, am 
fatinSri y superior.

Mias Page (in private life the 
wife of W. Arthur Irwin, publisher 
of the Victoria Daily Times, affects 
you that way.

«*y are part of her. So too the 
reader finds that they have become 
part of him, almost without him 
knowing.

HIGH HOPES DASHED 


The mass of junk published 
In this Centennial year has 
made 1967 a particularly bar¬ 
ren period in Canadian litera¬ 
ture. Our better writers con¬ 
tributed little or nothing, which 
left the field to the second- 
raters and academic oppor¬ 
tunists. 

Because of this dearth of quality, 
I was excited to receive Professor 
Lower’s autobiography “Aha,” I 
said to myself expectantly, “at last 
we've got something relative to this 
damn centenary that's going to be 
worth reading.” 

TTy reasons for optimism were 
threefold Firstly, when Lower was 
born, Sir John A. Macdonald was 
still prime minister. Secondly, 
Lower is one of Canada’s foremost 
historians and a prolific writer, 
lastly, he is the epitome of 
Canadianism. 

Here were all the Ingredients for

a superb centennial souffle. Alas, 
Chef Lower didn’t follow the recipe; 
It called for a dash of conceit and he 
used the contents of a fun bottle. A 
more accurate title for the book 
would have been The Rambling 
Bemlalac—oee of A Supreme Ego¬ 
tist. 

Most of us have a touch of egotism 
lit our make-up. and some supreme 
egotists — like Bernard Shaw — can 
be enormous fun. But Professor 
Lower is never fun. He tries 
incessantly to be humorous, but 
without fail there is a vicious sting 
to his remarks. 

It la made clear in the early 
chapters that adverse psychological 
influences in childhood have had a 
profound and lasting effect on the 
author's character and behavior, 
and this should be taken into 
account. 

But Intelligent men (and Lower 
never tires of telling us that he's an 
intellectual) learn to control the 
egotistical trait in their professional 
Eves so that their work may be 
judged on its own merits. Under- 
standing and pity don’t enter into it. 

' Lower's autobiography has Its 
moments of general interest, but the 
author Is so wrapped up in a cocoon 
of selfishness that I was fascinated, 
not by the oontents, but by the 
shameless display of systematic 
conceit. —E.D.W.-H.

The responsibil iti e s at office, a 
fuM calendar of speaking engage¬ 
ments, and a busy social Mfe stfli 
left him with excess energy. Thte he 
uaen to write his life of Lord 
RnaaMph Ghcrchin. which estab¬ 
lished itself as one of the outstand¬ 
ing political biographies to toe 
language. 

The year 1988 waa nd o u ttwiy 
toe moat important milestone to 
Churchill's life. In that year, be 
Joined the cabinet as President of 
the Board at Trade (equivalent to 
our Ministry of Trade and Com¬ 
merce) ; he was defeated to a 
general election and subsequently 
won hte way back to Park ament to 
another constituency; and be was 
married to Clementine Boater. 

Randolph, the only son of toat 
marriage, says that toe auion 
“proved the sheet anchor at hte 
career.” TT»e courtship and easiy 
married life is illustrated by viva¬ 
cious extracts from toe many letter* 
that have been preserved. 

These Edwardian years, now ae 
re m o te , were momentous ones in 
British politic* and the r e stless 
Churchill was always In toe thick of 
(he fray, particularly after he began 
hie long collaboration with the 
radical Lloyd George. 

One of the most int er —t in g 
chapters in this volume deals with 
the Parliament Act which led to 
Churchill's relentless attack on toe 
House of Lords which infuriated not 
only the aristocracy, to. which 
Churchill belonged, but also King 
Edward VII who accused Qnjntofll 
at stirring up "das* against ola—." 

Despite royal disapproval, 
ChurehBl persisted until he and 
Lloyd George hod bulldozed legisla¬ 
tion through to stop tmeieoted peef* 
from interfering with toe will at the 
House of Commons, the raal repre¬ 
sentatives of the people. 
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WINSTON CHURCHILL 
. . . always ia thick of fray 
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Churchill was now Home Secre¬ 
tary and his problems included the 
formidable Irish Question and the 
equally formidable suffragettes. 
Later, he became First Lord of the 
Admiralty, and sensing the inevit¬ 
able drift towards 'war with 
Germany, devoted his energies. to 
building up the Nwvy and putting it 
Into a state of readiness.- 

When the First World War broke 
out Churchill was 40, and an 
established statesman. And here we 
leave him — until the next volume 


appeals.
